The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

Replace the phrase "claim 9" with "claim 6", in claim 10, line 1 . 
Replace the phrase "silica or alumina is prepared" with "formed is silica or 
alumina". 

Replace the phrase "wherein the film formation rate is 10-30 um/min" with 
"comprising a film formation rate of 10-30 pm/min for the phosphor layer", in claim 11, 
lines 1-2. (This interview with Atty. Chick was conducted on March 25, 2009.) 

Claims 6-7 and 10-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the 
method of manufacturing a white light emitting device including the step of forming the 
transparent inorganic oxide via an aerosol deposition by which particles in a vapor 
phase are deposited on a substrate via collision of the particles with a surface of the

substrate in a vacuum. This limitation is found in the above claims and is neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
